MORE OF VILE SCOTT PARTIN 
WIFE MURDER! 

The Place of the Murderer Discover- 
ed— More of the Remains Found— 
The Fiend Chopped His Wife and 
Child to Piecesona Log and Then 
Atteinpts to Burn Them, Being 
Several Days Engaged in the Hunt. 


THE MURDERER PROBABLY 
ARRESTED IN HALIFAX 
COUNTY. 


Our readers are already acquainted 
with the horrible details of the mur- 
der in February of the wife and child 
of Sectt Partin in this county, at the 
hands of the inhuman husband and 
father, but the following additional 
facts Which have just come to light 
make the committal of the terrible 
deed even more heinous that it at 
first appeared, 

On Wednesday, another general 
search was made to find the rem aine 
ing portions of the unfortunate wo- 
man and child, which could not be 
found in the hole in which portions 
of the body was at first discovered, 
which search resulted in the discov- 
ing of the place at which the brutal 
net was committed. In a heavy 
thicket some quarter of a mile from 
the residence of A. W. Partin, and 
about the same distance fiom the spot 
at which the first discovery was made, 
was found what was evidently the 
svene of the murderer. Neara log, 
which bore traces of having been cut 
by an axe, as if something had been 
chopped upon it, was found the rem- 
nants of a fire, and in the ashes and 
near the same Was found the bones of 
um human foot and those of a band, 


some of the teeth ofa human being, 
the skull of an infant and por— 


tions of (ue unfortunate woman, to- 
vether with the buttons of a dress, 
leaving no doubt o the fact that the 
murderer had first chopped his wife 
and child up and then endeavored to 
destroy the pieces by burning them, 
but finding the process too slow or 
hazardous, had resorted to the plan 
of burying them in the manuer in 


whieh they were discovered lust 
week. 
His mother now states that Scott 


Partin remained in the neighborhood 
several days after the disappearance 
of his wife and child; that some four 
days subsequent to his leaving her 
house with his wife he came to the 
house and borrowed a guano bag and 
obtained his yarn coat, and that she 
saw him pass several times across the 
field between the place where the 
last and first discoveries of the body 
were made. 

The feeling in the community 
where this foul outrage Was commit- 
ted, is still intense, and the life of 
Seott Partin would be far from = safe 
in the hands of those people. 


TITER MURDERER PROBABLY ARREST- 


ED.

ing the description of Scott Par- 
tin (the same to which we alluded 
yesterday morning as having been 
seen at Palinyra, Halifax county,) 
had been arrested between Palmyra 
and Tarboro, and was held awaiting 
identification. Policeman Crosson 
left this city for that locality Thurs- 
day night, and as he is personally ne- 
quainted with Partin, if the man ar- 
rested be the right one, he is doubtless 
at present in the elutches of the law. 
If he be arrested let not justice be 
slow in giving him that death which 
his damnable deed so richly merits.

The annual meeting of the Rh. 
& G. Railroad Company held in this 
city Thursday was attended witha 
result highly satisfactory to the 
friends of the road and specially 
gratifying to the gentleman more 
immediately interested—the unani- 
mous re-election of Dr. Hawkins to 
the Presidency of the company. 

On re-organization of the R. & Gi. 
R. R. in 1850, Dr. Hawkins was 
elected a Director and as Director 
or President, has been connected 
with the road ever since a period 
of 23 years. In 1857 he was 
elected President, and since that 
time has held it by successive 
re-elections, with the exception of 
the period occupied by R. W. Las- 
siter, who was clected through the 
State’s proxy appointed by the Pro- . 
visional Government. During the 
whole of this long period Dr. Haw- 
kins has devoted himself to work 
with an energy and sagacity which 
stamp him as one of the first rail- 
road men in the country. 

Upon the Raleigh and Gaston 

Road the fruits of his efforts were 
at once manifest. Order, system 
and economy were introduced and 
persistently followed up. The road 
has been thoroughly rebuilt, bridges 
of superior construction erected, 
new and handsome depots put up, 
and the building of all equipment 
of coaches and cars begun and suc- 
cessfully accomplished. 
The receipts of the road had in- 
creased from $164,000 in1866 to 
$359,000in 1873. In the last two years 
the panic and the lease of the North 
Carolina Road to the Richmond 
and Danville Company have had the 
effect to diminish the receipts. 

The effect of the latter cause was 
anticipated, and here the sagacity of 
Dr. Hawkins and his eminent finan- 
cial skill were conspicuously dis- 
played. Zhe Chatham Road, origi- 
nally devised as an outlet to the coal 
fields, on Deep River, has been ex-

DEMOCRATIC CENTRAE COM. 
MITTEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTIL CAROLINA, 


LOOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC

Raman, June Ist. 75. 

10 the Peopleot North Carolina : 
The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people tomeet at Raleigh on the 
ith day of September next, for the 
pumpose of suggesting such altera- 


tions in our organie law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient, 
NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
vument. It is true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
‘he nor a convention; but their 
setion was based on prudential eon- 
siderntion, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in sceking to reform cur 
Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and in 
informed men then eontrolling Con- 
vress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exisis. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feeha satisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We ean proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 

THE CONSTITUTION, TILE CREATURE 


OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military reconstrue- 
tion. Its authors were = tainly 
Seiolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us Without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it: others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 


and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radieal in education—who sought 


positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polis, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ivnorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption, It is no 
exagyveration to say that mot one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape fgrther agitation 
and revolution. it is natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
denee to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so (hat nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion: our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by “unwarranted eneroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONS ‘ITUTION UNSUTTID TOOUR 

That the Constitution contains some good 
provisions noe one denies; it would be sin- 
valar tit dd not, but iisabominable char- 
aclieristies were so inanifest that not a Sin- 
ele Conservative member of the Conven- 
tou that passed it could be induced toalhx 
his signature to it, as a fit instrument to be 
submitted to the people. Lndoed its provi- 
sions are so loosely worded and so badiy 
arranged as to constitute but a medley of 
inconsistenctes that defies the successful 
construction of the courts; in fact, tre- 
concile the difficalties arising from its prae— 
tical workings, dhe tourt nus in some in- 
stanees been driven to supply Omissions, 
and ip others to introduce a pew prineipie, 
h.therto unkrown in the judicial history 
of our State, distinguished as ‘judicial leg- 
islation,” an innovation snti-republican 
in character and invasive of the rights and 
daties of asepiarate department. Its pro- 
vi ions are sv obscure that within the brief 
space of its existence many more decisions 
ov constitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous histo- 
rv of the State—and of late we have wit- 
nessed the extraordinary spectacle of two 
sets of judges in both thesecond and eighth 
Judicial Districts, contending for the same 
position, ope of which claiming to bold by 
anappointment from the Governor tora 
period of ten years,an office that the Con- 
stitution seems to say is to be filed by the 
people at the polis, and whose term is ex- 
pressed to be — eight years. 

In many counties, there is a practical de- 
nial of justice, the counts are inadeqvate 
tothe public demands, and thus they are 
driven to resort to special terms, which are 
expensiveand uosa.isfactory, and persous 
accused of criminal offenses «re often con- 
fined for months without trial. We needa 
speedier justice and a less expensive judi- 
ciuly system. We should abolish every 
useless Office, which is now filled by a mere 
consumer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economny in our public as well as private 
affairs, can we hope to restore the State to 
prosperity. It is believed that the laws will 
ve more inipartiaily administered by a re- 
turn to the old practice of a rotation of the 
Judges. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL LAW NEC- 
ESSARY, 

It is also hoped that a greater incentive 
to bonesty and a purification of the ballot 
box might result trom depriving those who 
are convicted of infamous crimes of the 
elective franchise. 

The wu atter of the Penitentiary whieh al- 
renn contains more than six hundred 
able Jodied men, alsodemands wind 
pactical attention, to remove in some 
mens that bu.den from our shoulders, 
Moat of our private legistation should be 
exciuded from the General Assembly. 
However, our litoited space does not per- 
nit us tocatalo_ue the numerous detects 
and imperfections of the present constitu- 
tion to enumerate the remedies to be of- 
fer ed, 

There should be some general ordinance 
adopted iu relation lo private enactineuis, 


thereby reducing the expenses ofthe 


iue ture, and in order to prevent hasty and 
ter onsiderate legislation toatl no new ta - 
ths be brought forward within — days of 
ndjournoing, 
CAKEFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As tothe spectfic changes that ought to 
be made, these are to be considered by the 
Citizens ofthe various counties, who shouid 
be careful to select as delegates those who 
will properly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesmanship, 
spotless integrity, representatives of all 
Classes Of society, and whose positions 
among them will entitle them their 
Inbors to confidence and support — 
and in their hands they certainly can more 
safely confide their rights than in the Con- 
vention of 1868. 

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescribed for chang- 
ing the Constitation, that by legisiative 
enactment is expensive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
ceutly submitted to and ratified by the peo. 
ple encountered the greatest diMealties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
tne people was declared in their favor by 
over 10.000 majotityv, serious apprehensions 
were entertained as to whether they were 
properl, adopted; again, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such duties, 
are encumbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to cach 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisms us may 
imperil their labors, 

he Convention method is speedy and 
economical, the body is composed only of 
the same number of members as comprise

the House of Representatives, and their

mihds are directed alone to constitutional 
reforms and their work may be completed 
end ratified, if necessary, in six montiis, 
As lo expenses that may be incurred, it is 
believed they will be more than defraved 
ina short time by the reforms that will be 
insnvurated,
